eome to the conclusion that San Gorgonio 
has higher public value as a wilderness 
and 4 watershed than as a downhill ski-~ 
ing areGe 

Club members will recall the proposal 
to modify the boundaries of the area so 
as to permit the installation of skiing 
facilities, The Sierra Club. participat- 
ed in the public hearing held last Feb- 
ruary in San Bernardino in relation to 
the problem, According to Mr. Watts, the 
ruling was made on the basis of testimony 
presented at that hearing, several thous 
sand letters received by the Forest Serv- 
ice from interested individuals and 
groups, and a careful appraisal of the 
problem by Forest officers.
